for  the  present  T.iinrrirk  situation." 

Tlu  pi(n  laniation  declares  that  Mr.  Mulcahy  '•sulcinnly  guar- 
anteed thai  the  Dail  liireann  would  keep  the  Irish  republican  army 
as  such  intact  until  the  elections."  It  says:  "He  has  not  kept  his 
word.  He  refused  to  allow  the  Limerick  brigade  of  the  Irish  rc- 
publiian  army  to  occupy  .vacant  barracks  in  TJnicrick  county  \n-- 
cau.sc  they  would  not  take  thcuj  over  on  bthalt  of  the  provisional 
Government,  but  insisted  upon  maintaining  their  staHHr  as  a  part 
of  thfc  Irish  repttbUcan  army.

By  a  Judgmsnt  handed  down  in  the 
dupreme  Court  yesterday  Mr.  Justice 
Morrison  rsfoass  to  distavb  a  eonvlc- 
tloa  by  Magistrate  Jay  In  Jane,  l»tO. 
of  the  Canadian  Puget  ^und  Lum- 
l  er  Company,  on  a  charge  of  Infiln^ 
ing  the  (  .ty  Smoke  .Nulaancr  Hy  Kaw. 

'rile  <oiiipun\  waM  tilled  $20  after 
I  roceedlngs  In  the  City  Police  Court 
which  attracted  much  attention  at  the 
time;  and  as  to  the  subsequent  appeal 
In  which  ths  City  Couadl  recently 
exi)resaed  a  deelre  that  Bis  I^ordshlp 
might  be  delicately  reminded  '.hat 
a  Judgment  was  duo." 

On  the  police  court  hearing  of  the 
Oharge  the  proeoeotlon  adduced  evl« 
denca  to  ahow  that  charred  sawdagt 
eacapvd  from  the  company'*  refuse 
burner,  and  fell  on  eome  nearby  ma- 
chine worka.
